But the tolonial policy of modern times 
is no longer illustrated by that tender affection 
“and yearning soliditade existing between a mother 
and her offspring, Here. we are coldly cut off 
without a shilling to pay for our dinner. Nor is 
this all. One wduld'naturally suppose that with 
all this do-for-yourself-ism we would ‘at least be 
permitted to for do ourselves—to manage our af- 
fairs. Yet such is far from being the case. The very 
expedition for which we bave now to pay some 
eighty thousand dollars, was rendered necessary 
by-an occurrence which would, in all probability, 
never have es pat had we been permitted 
to. manage our own affairs. It is qnite trac that 
the present ila a has administered so 
_ well and so wisely that the colpnists have 
almost become fnconscious of the fact that 
they have little of no voice in the management 
of their own affaits. But, suppose we were s0 
unfortunate as to; our excellent Governor, 
and be stioald betreplaced by one of a different 
stamp; the peoplé would speedily awake to a 
painful redlizationjof the helpless political condi- 
tion they are in. } Our stern parent has taken 
the position that tve must pretect ourselves and 
shift for ourselves, in the fullest sense ; nor have 
we much encouragement to hope that she will
